He suffered several setbacks, the 
latest yesterday a» l early today 
his condition was given as "low ” 
Previously, hospital attaches said 
he was progressing satisfactorily. 
The family issued the following 
statem ent on the judge’s death: 
"Judge Kenesaw Mountain Lan­ 
dis died today at 5:35 a. 
r n . His 
family was at his bedside. 
"In compliance with his wishes, 
no funeral will be held. Also in ac­ 
cordance with his desire cremation 
w \ take place privately Friends 
are asked not to send flowers.” 
H eart Attack Fatal 
The judge remained conscious 
until near the end. Oxygen was

death was given as a heart attack. 
Landis this year missed the first 
World Series since becoming com­ 
missioner in 1921.

Knowing them—and human na­ 
ture generally—he was afraid that 
when they were settled In new 
homes and grown rich and pros­ 
perous, they would forget God 
This fault is not peculiar to the 
ancient Jewish people or to any 
particular race of men. It is uni­ 
versal. When success crowns our 
efforts and we are wealthy and 
happy, we all are quite likely to 
forget God. We assume that pros­ 
perity I* the result of our own 
cleverness, and are proud of our­ 
selves We do not even think of 
those less fortunate than we. as­ 
suming that if others are not 
blessed it is their own fault. 


Sorrow Bring* Es to God 
But when sorrow comes, then 
w’e cry out to God to help us 
Luke tells us of a time when 
Jesus was talking about the spirit* 
ual thing* of life. and a man came 
to Him to ask Him to speak to hts 
brother about dividing an inheri­ 
tance with him. Jesus’ answer was 
that the court should settle that 
question He was not the Judge of 
such matters. Turning to His dis­ 
ciples He said 
“Take heed and beware of cov­ 
etousness 
for a m a n s life con- 
sisteth not In the abundance of 
things which he possessed.” And 
then he told them a parable about 
a man who prospered exceedingly, 
His harvest wa* no great that he 
tore down his barns and built 
larger ones and prepared to enjoy 
a life of ease, but that very night 
he died and his riches were of no 
good to him. He had worked hard 
and grown wealthy, but apparent­ 
ly had not considered that hts 
wealth was a trust and should 
have been used, at least In part. 


for helping those who were not so 
well off. 
Jesus also told another parable, 
how a certain rich man went to a 
far country leaving his IO serv­ 
ants In charge To etch he gave a 
pound and told them to carry on 
while he was gone. When he re­ 
turned the first told him he had 
now ten pounds in place of one; 
the second had five pounds; th# 
third said he had put his pound in 
a napkin for fear he should lose it 
and be punished, so he had noth­ 
ing but the pound which had been 
entrusted to him. The first was 
praised and given ten cities over 
which to rule; the second was to 
rule over five cities, and the third 
wa* relieved of the one pound to 
which he had clung in fear 
First Is Real Christian 
The first could rye likened to the 
Christian who takes his blessings 
and diligently multiplies them; 
does not waste his time In idleness 
and sin. but lives a full life of 
thankfulness and charity The sec­ 
ond does the same, but in lesser 
degree, and the third is he who 
lives in fear, and does not dart 
trust hts Master snd strive to mul­ 
tiply the trust that has been given 
into his hands 
We haven’t much space to tell 
of the Ephesian silversmith who 
earned his riches by making silver 
image* and shrines to the goddess 
Diana, snd resented Paul a teach­ 
ings of Christ, as tsking away his 
business. He was not concerned 
about the souls of the people to 
whom Paul preached, only that 
their salvation meant leas wealth 
for him. 
Paul, in hts tetters to the Thes­ 
salonians, tells them to “study to 
be quiet, and to do your own busi­ 
ness. and to work with your own 
hands . . . that ye may walk hon­ 
estly toward them that are with­ 
out, and that ye may lack noth­ 
ing.” 
And finally, “we commanded 
you. that if any would not work, 
neither should he est.” for Paul 
had heard there were some who 
would not work, but were busy­ 
bodies. and they were commanded 
and exhorted that "with quietness 
they work, snd eat their own 
bread.” 
There ere sttl! some people in 
the world who consider it a dis­ 
grace to work with their hands. 
They UVe on the bounty of others 
with no shame Work well done 
brings God’s own blessing wheth­ 
er it be work with the hands or 
with the brain.
